demand has been supplied; and presses now take | 
the paper in large continuous rolls, pass it rapid- 
ly between eylimders covered with circular 
stereotyped plates, print both sides in quick suc- 
cession, divide the broad web into two running 
sheets, cross-cut them precisely in the middle of | 
the margins, fold each sheet neatly twice, and 
deposit all in rows, at the rate of over twenty | 
thousand newspapers per hour. A printing press | 
of this character deserves to rank among the 

greatest feats of mechanic art, and the three ex- | 
hibited for many menths drew crowds of ob- | 
servers, and were universally recognized as being 
among the wonders of the Exhibition. These 

three were: the Walter press from England, ex- 
hibited by Mr. Walter of the London Tines; | 
the Hoe press from New York, exhibited by R. 
Hoe & Co.; and the Bullock press from Philadel- 
phia, exhibited by the Bullock Press Company. 
The latter company boldly placed in competition 
a press of unusual width, and printed two sheets 
at a time of the New York Herald on a roll of 
paper sixty-three inches wide.

| Trade is quietly improving. There is a better 
demand for all kinds of paper, but the prices are 
still low. It seems to be the general impression 
of makers that the worst is past, and improve- 
ment is to follow. The competition of our 
Northern and even the Scotch mills is keen, and 
severely felt here by the Southern makers. A 
Buckinghamshire paper-maker told me this 
morning that ‘“‘he is afraid it can’t last much 
longer, and we shall have some heavy failures in 
the spring.” From what I continually hear, 
| many mills are now being worked upon borrowed 
| capital, and their business is gradually falling 
into the hands of merchants, to whom of course 
all their papers must be consigned. 

I have no news of uny interest from mills this 
week. Orders are coming in more freely, and 
things are going on as steady as usual. 

I believe the Daily Telegraph proprietors in- 
tend to extend their manufacturing plant. They 
are about to take out their small machine, and 
replace it by a larger. Their present output is 
ninety-seven tons per week, and I suppose they 
will make over one hundred tons weekly when 
their alterations are completed. I should think, 
with the one exception of Wrigley, this is the 
largest paper-making concern in Great Britain.

On Coloring. 


By “CoLor.” 


Although the columns of THE JouRNAL have 
at various times contained receipts and sugges- 
tions for the manufacture of colored papers, yet 
I think there may still remain some points which 
manufacturers of limited experience will find in- 
teresting. In the first place, allow me to say 
that after an experience of thirty years I find 
there is something to be constantly learned in 
this particular branch of paper-making, and that 
it is not an easy matter to convey, in a short 
newspaper article, anything more than a mere 
outline of the rudiments necessary to be obtained 
to be in any degree successful. The first, as well 
as the most important, is the preparation of the 
stock. Particular care should be taken in grad- 
ing, as only certain kinds of stock can be used 
for certain colors. It mistaken idea, al- 
though a very general one, that all descriptions 
of stock, if bleached white, will make all colors 
equally well. Every experienced maker of col- 
ored papers knows that this is an error, and he 
also knows it was the most difficult to learn and 
perhaps the most difficult to impart, for the 
reason that the varieties of both stocks and col- 
ors have increased so rapidly in the last few 
years that a great deal more detail is necessary 
than formerly, and the carrying of a much 
larger stock is required. I believe there are not 
two makers of colored papers in the country 
who follow the same processes, any more than 
there are two producing similar results, and if 
the same recipes for colors were known to all 
manufacturers, there would be no greater uni- 
formity in production, for the simple 
son that there many contingencies 
entirely independent of the coloring materials. 
Without attempting in this article to enter into 
anything like definite instructions for the manu- 
facture of colored papers, I will give a few ne 
cessary rules that must be observed in the prep- 
aration of the stock for this purpose, and these 
rules will apply to all the finer grades of colored 
papers, such as fine tinted and colored book and

the stock has been properly sorted and cleaned 
up to this point.

*““How must coal dust be burned /’ and in re- 
ply I would state that with a blower it is usual | 
to mix a small amount of soft coal with screen- | 
ings, as the soft coal separates the coal dirt and 
helps to prevent clinkers. A mixture of from 
three to seven of anthracite screenings to one of 
soft coal can be burnt without a blower or blast 
in the Jarvis patent furnace for setting boilers. 
The following named paper mills are setting 
boilers with this furnace, though not all using 
screenings: Russell Paper Company, Lawrence, 
Mass.; Geo. West & Son, Ballston Spa, N. Y.; 
W. W. Harding, Manayunk, Pa.; Byron Wes-

Muriatic acid is sometimes used, but is liable to 
rust and corrode the iron, and cause the joints 
to leak. Another writer says: ‘‘ Use a peck of 
rye once a week in the boiler. Blow off every 
Saturday night, and put in the rye when filling 
up.

Saward’s Coal Trade Journal of February 14 
says: ‘ There have been many unpropitious eras 
experienced in connection with the Anthracite 
coal trade, but we very much question if this 
important industry were ever so deep in the 
slough of despond as it has been fora month 
past; the prices obtained for the stocks of the 
various corporations may be taken as a fair in- 
dication of the condition of affairs, and these 
appear to be gradually growing less and less.
